Censorship fee bill would assess 
every foot of film in each release 
print at the rate of 2c. per foot. 
Broken down roughly on an 8,000- 


foot feature, a three-day engagement 
for such a picture would cost the 
exhibitor $9 extra, or $3 per day. 
This is because each release print 
costs $160 in new censorship fees. 
Figuring it is good for 50 play days 
per print, picture would cost the 
exhib $3 daily. 

Measure is particularly drastic 
against newsreels. which are now in- 
cluded in the bill. With newsreel 
prints estimated to average 900 feet 
in length, censorship fee would be 
$13 per print. Newsreel prints last 
about 18 days, which would mean $1 
per day extra. This often is little 
less than what the exhibitor has to 
pay per day in rentals for his news- 
reel. 

Attitude of distributors in this state 
is that if censorship fee boost 
becomes a law the entire burden will 
be placed on the shoulders of exhib- 
itors. Whether the intent of the bill 
is to place the cost on the distribu- 
tors or not, it will be the exhibitor 
who pays in the end.

IATSE’s 34th convention here Jast 
week wound up by establishing a 
record for internal labor harmony, 
with only one controversial oute 
burst disturbing the peace during 
the five-day meet. 

Jeff Kibre, an avowed progressive, 
set off the single firecracker Jast 
Thursday (9) on resolution-comin ite 
‘e day by proposing a resoluticn to 
restore autonomy to the studio locals, 
which have been under the IA 
tru teeship since the (733 ke. 
When Irwin Hentschel a Holiywood 
delegate, charged he had been beat 


ip by union officials because of his 
propaganda work, he was nearly 
booed of the floor. Officers net only 
denied any responsibility but ree 
torted that he had CIO leanings. 
Grippers and film machine men sup- 
ported them by voting down 
Hentschel’s proposal. 

Protest against inclusion of high 
salaried groups, such as screen 
actors, playwrights and writers, as 
labor organizations, under the Nae« 
tional Labor Relations aci settled 
three more much-mooted problems 
of jurisdiction when it was adopied 
in a resolution. Convention zlso 
adopted a measure condemning ‘any 


and all forms of propaganda, 
whether in the guise of entertain- 
ment or otherwise, glorifving any 
other form of government or its 
achievements which may tend in any 
wise to weaken our faith in cur 
democracy.’ 

Insiders interpreted the laiter as 


a blast at the so-called ‘parlor-pinks’ 
among film actors who are attempt- 


ing to influence film productions in 
favor of communistic ideas. Conven- 
tion was extended a fifth day to 


finish uncompleted business. 

Prexy George E. Browne's annual 
speech won a recommendation as to 
policy from the president's report 
committee. Pointed out iis rise to 
the strongest, highest paid union in 
the country, with 40,000 members 
and less than 15% unemployment in 


last two years. Committee also 
seconded his praise of Harland 
Holmden and William Bioff in getting 
closed-shop agreements for fcur 
Hollywood studio locals. 

Formal protest against screen 
actors, ete., was believed to be result 
of Browne’s blast at West Coast agie 
tators and CIO leaders who ate 


tempted to blacken the IA through 
the Capital and Labor investigating 
committee, despite its exoneration 
later. Answering kicks that the 
union has added a lot of new 
classifications, which he said was 
untrue, he enumerated how he 
helped utility workers, upho!lsterers, 
drapers, soundmen, lab workers and 
cameramen in getting huge retro- 
active wage increases.

Balaban & Katz is discussing the 
possibility of closing down _ the 
Roosevelt on State street. This 
house has developed into a head- 
ache for the circuit, its small seat- 
ing capacity of 1,500 holding down

$1,500.000 on the property, with the

B. & K. is intent on keeping com- 
petition out of the loop as much as 
possible in order to hold up its pres- 
ent control’ on pictures and prices. 

B. & K.. it is understood, would 
like to shift the straight picture 
policy into the Oriental which has 
a seating strength of 3,200; but still 
could not make such a move until 
it found some solution for the Roose- 
velt problem. Oriental remains 
dark at this time though B. & K. is 
now trying to work out some sort 
of deal with the house owners ior 
a new setup on the theatre. 


4,200-Seat White Elephant 


Minneapolis, June 14. 

After another fortnight, Para- 
mount will lessen its 4,200-seat Min- 
nesota theatre headache by closing 
the house permanently and next 
February it will pass the headache 
along to the theatre’s bondholders 
by turning back the white elephant 
to them. What the latter will do 
with the $2,000,000 de luxe show- 
house is a deep-dyed mystery here. 

In recent weeks, the Minnesota 
has been grossing $4,000, or less, a 
week, with takings hitting an all- 
time new low of $2,600 several weeks 
ago, and losses running anywhere 
from $4.000 to $6,000 a week or 
more. 

During the first few years of its 
operation the Minnesota grossed as 
high as $45,000 a week with stage 
attractions in addition to pictures 
and averaged $32,000 a week without 
showing much profit. Then, after 
the 1929 crash, takings dropped as 
low as $6,000 against a $22,000 stage- 
show nut. 

The 350-seat sure-seater World re- 
cently has been grossing nearly as 
much as the 4,200-seat Minnesota. 

Ground rental and taxes for the 
Minnesota alone amount to $86,000 
a year. The terms of the Paramount's 
present lease, which is being term- 
inated, provided for a_ rental of 
17'+™% of the gross receipts against 
a $75,000 guarantee, with a provision 
the house must be kept open at 
least six months a year and that 
the rental would be $1,500 a week 
when it was shuttered. Under a 
former lease, rental was as high as 
$208.000 a year. 

There are two issues of bonds, ag- 
grezaiing $1,600,000 on the theatre, 
and the bondholders have been re- 
alizing just enough to meet the 
ground rental and tax payments. 

Smartest local showmen are un- 
able to figure out a way to operate 
the theatre profitably. It’s declared 
the same situation applies to other 
huge de luxe houses built during 
the boom, except in the very larg- 
est cities like New York and Chi- 
cago, and predictions here are that 
there'll be a wholesale tearing down 
of $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 palatial 
showhouses to save taxes during the 
ensuing five years.

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Egyptian Co. to Go After 120,000,000

Cairo, June | 

The powerful Misr Film Co. has 
just awakened to the fact that it 
has a monopoly on one of the richest 
and least exploited of world film 
markets: the Arabic-speaking world 
which stretches over a dozen nations 
with a total population of 120,000,000. 
The Misv’s bankroller, Bank Misr, 
which has mothered a whole string of 
all-Exyptian enterprises, has been for 
15 years more or less a sugar daddy 
with the cinema people. Bank has 
money to burn and is always glad to 
spend it on homespun _ industries 
though they may be on the red side 
of the ledger perennially, Misr had 
the coin rolling into its lap, being 
presented with a well-equipped stu- 
dio and a vast market. Only recently 
have the filmagnates started sniffing 
in the hinterland. 


Internal troubles and intrigue gave 


Misr Films 14 managers in a dozen} 


years. The longest to remain was 
Ahmed Sellim, British-trained avia- 
tor, who was a tyro when he took 
over. Under Sellim’s directorship. 
the company turned out a couple of 
moneymakers, but this wasn’t 
enough Last week an ex-manager 
of a tourist office in Paris and Misr 
Bank employee succeeded Sellim. 
Newcomer’s wisest move was to re- 
tain Fritz Krampf, German adviser, 
who is not just an asset to the firm 
—he's the whole works. 

When Krampf Egypt-warded three 
years ago, he found a studio packed 
with technicians who knew little 
avout making films. Others failed to 
cooperate. On top of everything, 
Krampf himself could speak nary a 
word of Arabic. So he invented a 
system of dummy talk, which is in 
use now and, strange as it seems, he 
got out pictures. Stranger still, the 
pictures made money. *Wedad,’ 
which took five months to roll, made 
upwards of $100,000, and is still be- 
ing sold in the hickville towns along 
the Arabian desert. This film was 
the first and only one of its kind be- 
cause it was typical of the Orient. 
The real goods, with the counter- 
feit Sheikh I-stuck-him-in-the-belly 
stuiy. It had the kind of thing an 
Arab likes: long marathon songbirds, 
who yodeled in 11-minute sessions 
without a stop; violent gabfests, 
monotonous dancing and plenty of

*Wedad’ held Cairo by the buttons 
for months, and the local fans were 
so pleased that they went to see pic- 
ture repeatedly. According to 
Krampf, it’s the type to aim at in 
making pictures for the Arabic mar- 
ket. The Arab, not only here, but 
in Palestine, Trans-Jordan, Syria, 
Iraq, Morocco, Sudan, Arabia, Ye- 
men, et al., likes to sit and fall into a 
trance at a picture. He can only do 
this if there is plenty of music and 
an occasional firecracker to remind 
him he ought to go home.

For the summer and ostensibly as 
a tider-over, Billy Rose’s new addition 
of his ‘streamlined varieties,’ under 
policy of changing shows fortnightly 
or 30, is possibly a bit too stream- 
lined. The entertainment value is 
there, in the vaudeville manner, but 
on the show which opened Sunday 
night (12), with only one woman, 
Gracie Barrie, among a flock of 
males, something is lacking. Notably 
it is femme appeal. Under Roses 
summer policy he doesn’t use any 
g.ils ' 

Customers not hep to the policy 
and Rose’s apparent idea of stream- 
lining floor shows so that they ap- 
pear more like the vaude bills of a 
yesteryear Palace day may be a little 
disappointed at not getting a_ better 
balance between the sexes. That is 
especially true currently. Moreover, 
it may be a bit misleading to con- 
tinue with a street lobby display of 
beauts from a former show. That 
might be regarded as a ‘catch’ regard- 
less of how well the shows, as 
policied without girls, are liked. The 


printed programs also represent a | 


spread of showgals from the former 
policy. 

New show is held down to an hour 
and 50 minutes, giving it tightness 
in spite of an early slow session 
with Fay and Wheeler, who are 
held over. Vincent Lopez’ 12-piece 
band and Louis Prima’s jam outtit of 
six are also retained. 

Lovez leads off with his orchestra, 
doing a piano favorite, Buck and 
Bubbles following with as good an 
act as they've ever done, one which, 
though basically familiar, is socko 
all the distance. Fay and Wheeler 
falter with the goat story, their first 
stint, but pick up pace smartly late 
and wind up strong. Skits, ‘The 
Prizefighter and His Manager’ and 
*‘\ Basket of Old Cherries.’ are both 
strong laugh-provokers, while 
Wheeler lands stoutly, also, in the 
slapstick session with Clyde Hager, 
who spreads drippy marshmallow all 
over him in connection with the 
street pitchmen turn Hager carries. 
Latter has a good eight-minute act 
but peeling those potatoes into the 
audience. whether the stuff lands in 
someone’s roast beef or not, isn't to 
be encouraged. 

Miss Barrie is on early. doing two 
numbers well though not show- 
stopping. Top vocal honors go to 
Morton Downey, Celtic — tenor. 
Though perhaps overselling a little. 
Downey is an outstanding hit of the 
show and Sunday evening stovped it 
cold. His travesty of John Charles 
Thomas singing ‘Darktown Strutters’ 
Ball’ helped add Downey to the 
comedy battalion, which, in addition 
to Fay. Wheeler and Hager. includes 
the Three Stooges, plus Buck and 
Bubbles. 

Stooges. originally from vaude but 
for some time making two-reel 
comedies, mostly for Columbia, are 
saved for near to the close and 
spotted ahead of Fay in his regular 
act. Stooges sell betier here than 
they do in some of their shorts, 
largely because the maiterial they 
carrv is surefire. 

Prima’s hot trumpeting and ear- 
blasting killer-diller stuff makes his 
six-piece swing outfit a tribal high- 
light. It’s the fastest act on the bill. 

Finale represents a ‘posy_ to 
Vincent Youmans,” Miss _ Barrie, 
Downey. Fay. Prima and others fea- 
turing too numbers he has written. 
A nice thine about Rose’s place is 
that the waiters bend low at tables 
during show so that everyone can 
see. The same nice thing can't be 
said for the food these waiters tote 
in Char.

AFRA Expected to Reach Accord 
By Next Week with CBS and NBC; 





PHIL LORD SCORES 
POINT IN PATHE SUIT 


Phillips H. Lord (Seth Parker of 
radio) was granted a new trial Mon- 
day (13) by the N. Y. Federal Circuit 
Court of Appeals in his suit for $50,- 
000 damages against Pathe News, 
Inc., which reversed the findings of 


Judge John J. Clancy, who dismissed | 


the action after trial last November. 
The suit alleges breach of ‘contract. 
Judge Clancy tossed the case out of 
court on the ground that the com- 
plaint was vague and indefinite as to 
details concerning the contract 
which Lord negotiated through 
Courtland Smith, then president of 
Pathe. 


Under the agreement which was 
made in 1933, Lord was to make a 
minimum of 13 shorts and one fea- 


ture picture during his planned trip 
around the world in his yacht. Pathe 
was to furnish a director, cameraman 
|and a sound technician. Both agreed 
to 50-50 the expenses and the profits, 
| if any. When the date for sailing 
arrived, Lord was not ready and 
Pathe called off the agreement. The 
radio star then hired his own tech- 
nicians, picture and sound equip- 
ment and proceeded on the trip. He 


made several pictures but they 
proved to be flops. 
The trip wound up in the South 


Seas, apparenty a dismal failure as 
far as pictures were concerned. How- 
ever, Lord had been sponsored on 
the radio during,the trip and this 
paid for part of the expenses. The 
suit he brings is for the expenses 
he was put to in hiring pieture 
| equipment after Pathe had called 
the whole thing off. 
| the picture concern shouuld be held 
|for its share of this expense and also 
that he be paid for his trouble. In 
its opinion reversing the lower court, 
the Circuit Court ruled: 

| ‘We hold that the contract as it 
reads it not too indefinite to be ca- 
pable of enforcement. . .We shall not 
now decide whether or not the 
plaintiff may also recover the cost 
of making unsuccessful pictures, 
which is the chief element sued for.’

Measure to Outlaw Fail- 
ure to Remove Signs, Etc., 
After Closings—Half of 
Legiters Held Offending 


MISREPRESENTATION 


End of a pernicious practice, that 


of permitting dead billing to remain 


on Broadway theatre fronts for in- 
definite periods, long after shows 
have closed, is in sight. An ordi- 
nance may be introduced intc the 
city council with the idea of classi- 
fying such billing as false advertis- 
ing and calling for a fine for failure 
to block out painted signs or ¢cov- 
ering billboard paper within a time 
lirnit. 

Councilman Robert K. Straus. who 
has been friendly to show business, 
is considering such a statute. He 
said that kind of reguiation would 


be for the theatre's welfare and ex- 
plained that managerial carelessness 
was responsible. In show business 
| it's regarded as a disgraceful condi- 
tion, attributed petty 

Straus also said he would confer 
with Paul Moss, license commission- 
er, to find out if there are laws un- 
der which he might force action. If 


to economies, 


it be found that such regulations 
exist, Moss is expected to stipulate 
that licenses are revokable if the 
billings of shows are not removed 
within a reasonable period after 
closing. 
Half of B'way Offends 
A tour of the theatre district re- 


sulted in evidence that nearly half 
of Broadway's legiters are offenders. 
On 44th street, between Broudway 
and Eighth avenue, four out of five 
houses are still carrying billings on 
shows that have gone out. With 
summer starting and no new shows 
listed, such matter may remain until 
fall, to the confusion of the visitor 
and the resentment of residents, 
The Winter Garden is plastered 
with credits of ‘Hooray for What,’ 
which shut down about a month ago. 


At the 46th Street theatre, ‘Cen- 
sored,’ which lasted nine perform- 
ances, is still billed. Theatres on 


nearly all streets in the show zone 
are similar offenders, or have been 
at one time or another during the 
past several seasons. The practice. 
however, appears have grown 
than ever,

No Effective Restraint 
There have been movements to 
check and eliminate dead billing. but 
none have been effective. League of 
New York Theatres, which includes 
most theatre operators, has been un- 


able to convince the showmen. vi- 
olators that dead billing is an eve- 
sore if not an indication of de- 


cadence. Last fall, Equity adopted a 
resolution condemning the practice. 
but found no way of forcing action 
by the managers. 

The drive to clean up Broadway 
may include theatre fronts. with the 


Broadway association seeking co- 
operation of the theatre league. It's 
expected to support the proposed 


ordinance regardless. American The- 


atre Council's jammed agenda last 
season did not include the dead bill- 
ing problem. Show business is ex- 
pectant of support from N. Y 
World's Fair visitors, but this billing 
of shows is a type of misrepresenta- 
tion that is not calculated to lure 
patronage.

hand and foot, to those who would. 


exploit his property for their own 
profit free of charge, but also to 
place an overwhelming premium on 
performances by mechanical means, 
thus increasing unemployment, 

‘Should this measure pass into law, 
Canada in its copyright legislation 
will bave the unenviable distinction 
of giving a lesser degree of protec- 
tion to composers than that of any- 
civilized country in the world, 
coupled with the most harsh and op- 
vressive restrictions upon a defense- 
less portion of the community that 
have ever been known in copyright 
nistory.’
